PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 

From Confederation Of Three 

Schools WBC Evolves 


The Word of God is the one essential for unity 
among God’s people. Three Bible Institues, each with 
a particular emphasis of training, could not long re¬ 
main independent of each other in the same city when 
they held the same high regard for the Bible. The uni¬ 
ty of the Spirit was certain to prevail when human in¬ 
strumentalities came under His control. 

On September 16, 1938 the union between the Bible 
Institute of Washington, the Washington School of the 
Bible and the American Home Bible Institue was con¬ 
summated. None of these schools acting alone were 
able to gain any marked support of the Bible-loving 
people of Washington, D. C. However, their union sig¬ 
nalled a new attitude of cooperation on the part of the 
Christian public which soon resulted in an enlarged 
teaching ministry. 

The steps by which God has extended the ministry 
of the Washington Bible College over the past thirty 
years testifies to God’s blessing upon His work when 
His people are united for His glory.

Contrary to popular opinion the Bible is not a proof- 
book for God’s existence. It is, however, God’s infalli¬ 
ble message concerning man’s total depravity and his 
need to have his relationship to God rectified. In archi¬ 
tecture the superstructure never precedes the laying of 
the foundation, and similarly a foundation in the Old 
Testament must be laid for the New Testament before 
one can understand how both Testaments complement 
each other. 

The Department of Old Testament equips each stu¬ 
dent with the facts of the Old Testament, arms pupils 
with answers to critical objections, and gives him a 
blueprint of how to construct a background for New 
Testament study, thereby giving a unity to God’s sixty- 
six-book revelation.
